l"ho explosion of gas at a children's 
eniertaiuinent uear Oldham on Friday 
will recall to mind the terrible disaster 
which fell upon the town '0£ Sunder- 
land* some -timb' ago. Happily the 
cotisequences on this occasion were 
niu'eh less sorioii.s. But that does not 
make it any the loss necessary to ex- 
fidiine strictly into the teoisons why one 
'j)oor little boy's life was lost, and sever- 
al other cliildron wero made insensible. 
The scene of tli(^ •jakimity Was the 
town hall at C'liadderton, whore a magic. 
Lantern was being shown by a idioto- 
grapher. The hall was crowded with 
boys and girls trom twelve to six years 
of age, and in front of the platform 
was iilncml a large reservoir of cxygen 
gas. Suddenly there was a trememlous 
noise, which was followed by general 
eoiif'usioii. Tilt! windows were lirokmi, 
and the light.s were ])Ut out. In the 
panio the juvenile ftUdien,C8 rushed to 
tilt! door, and made tuttiultuously for 
the outer air. Had the moans of ogress 
been lis bad a.s at Suiidorhiiid the result 
uiiisL have been the aatne. Fortunately 
tberi! was enough s]iacn through wliieli 
to escape, anfl only one dentil was ca.us- 
ed bv what might h ive killed luindre.d.s. 
This does not, however, exhaust the 
question. Jlow came all those children 
tij be" tliiVo without proper supervision'? 
It is suiigested that some of them tam- 
pereil with the gas, and thus brought 
about the e.v:plosion. They could have 
ilono nothing of the sort if they had 
beon properly looked afier. Tlieenter- 
taiamont was given by the Oldham In- 
dustrial Co-operative Society to the 
families of its meinberH, but wo read 
thftt "very fev/ parents" were present. 
Thi.s scdiidalous negligence rellects i.lie 
utmost disereiiit on all concerned. It 
ought to he criminal to bring a number 
of voung people together in a large 
building without any moans for exer- 
cising supervision over their move- 
men t.s.

Ndtwitlistandini,' the number of new 
Ixiildiii.Lis that Ikivi' b.Hiii oructed iluriniJ! 
the pxst four inoutlis within thi; city limits, 
the cleiiuiiul now fi>r iiuidL'nile siziul 
hou.ses is yi-eat. We iwe aaaiirt'il by sovenil 
e.xtensive real estate deiilei-a that scarcely 
a day pitsaes on wliich a dozen or nioro 
appiicatiiiiia are not made for dwellings, 
and that fully ono liLMidred could now be 
luuaiitcd by respectable people who are 
willing to pay a fair rent for a good house. 
We know of no .laffr investment tlian tlie 
erection of niudern fair .sized dwellings, 
such aa woiiUl be adapted to the reijiliru- 
ineiits of either a provident tirtizan's 
family, or many of tlieotherclassp.sthataro 
now tinding their way to thi.s province. That 
the lad; of siieh houses operates very 
materially against the prosperity of this 
city none can deny- l''iiiding themselves 
anable to Ret iiccoiiniiodation here they 
move elsewhere, either to the mainland or 
to some place on tile Souiul. In the lat- 
ter event they are entirely lost to tha 
country. in many eastern cities and 
towns building and loan societies have 
been established and successfully operated 
for a nuinbur of yoBea. Such aaaooiations 
have proved a great benefit to new settle- 
ments and the upbuilding of cities and 
towns. W'liile they have conferred a 
benelit on the country they have likewise 
been a H'uirce of ppufitablo investment to 
their shareholders whan properly man- 
aged, i^uine years since an institution 
purporting to be a building society was 
in e.xiatence in this city. The enactment 
of a Dominion law crippled its opei ations 
and it ceased to e.iist. The tune has now 
arrived when the opportunity presents it- 
self for the' establiahmant of such loaning 
instit utions ih this province as are to he 
found in the eastern provinces and Mani- 
toba. There would be no difficulty in 
carrying out the ruiiuireraenta of the law 
in a city like Victoria, where there are 
millions of money mi tloposit in tliu banks 
at a mere nominal rate of interest. A 
company can be organized with a certain 
amount of capital, of which a portion 
could bo at once subscribed and a certain 
percentage of tlie sum subscribed [laid up 
by monthly calls until the amount paid in 
was suflicient to wnrrant the association or 
society in accepting deposits (Jii interest. 
A responsibly board of managers chosen 
from ainorigst the shareholders would 
have control of the spciety's affairs. These 
managers would choose a loan board, to 
whom would be referred all applications 
for loans either in the city or country. 
The application would be drawn up on 
forms prepared by iIoj society, and it.s 
correctness vouched for by its own val- a- 
tor.a In the east this is the course pur- 
sued. The amount advanced on the se- 
curity of the property thus olTered iagune- 
rally fifty per cent, of its actual cash 
value. Loans are now made on what is 
known as the straight system, that is an 
amount is advanctid for a dulinile period. 
The interest on the principal is paid either 
yearly or half-yearly as may bo agreed up- 
on. The system of re|iaying the loan by 
installment.H was found to lie an unjust 
one for the b(jrrowur, and such of the 
loaning societies as carried on their opera- 
tions on this mode had either to close 
their doors or adopt the straight loan 
wystem An opportunity is given the 
borrower to repay the loan at any lime by 
giving three nionllis notice of his inten- 
tion, and allowing three montlis' interest 
as a forfeit or Umus to the society for ac- 
cepting payment. 'J'hii majority of the 
societies, in fact all of the most success- 
ful ones, have but a certain [lerceiitage of 
the aubacfibed stork paid up, tin; average 
being leas than tifty [ler cent. (.)ii the 
amount of their subacrihed stock divi- 
dends are declared. In many cases the 
rest account as in oxcesa of the paid up 
capital. Depositors in such cities as Tor- 
onto, Hamilton, Loiidon, Guelph and 
Winnipeg in these societies are perfectly 
safe from fear of any loss Their si!cur- 
ity being the mortgages of which but 
lifty per cent, of the cash value has been 
iidvanced and the unpaid calls upon the 
subscribed stock of each shareholder. 
AV'hile we hear of bank failures and the 
fearful results following such ctdapaes wo 
seldom read of the failures in Canada of 
loaniiit; or buihliiig societies. Such as 
liave charge of trust fmuLs are now in- 
ve.sting in thestouksof building societies, 
kiiowinf; the security to be absulutefy 
_ aafe. Much of Ontario's greatness is due 
to the fact that foreign capital was at one 
lime drawn into the country at a low rate 
and advanciid to borrowers at 
a fair rate of inten si , enabling the in- 
dustrious farmer to clear and unpruve his 
farm, erect new buildings, underdrain his 
land and thereby immensely increase the 
productiveness of his holding. In cities 
whole si|iiareH ' have been built up by the 
aid of building ^-icieties, when private 
funds could not be procured at any rate 
of ii;iturest. If these institutions are such 
important factors cl.sowhere in the build- 
ing up of cities and developing now coun- 
tries we assort that here, is a field ripo for 
the inauguration of such a system, for 
liOMses are wanted badly and the invest- 
ment beyond doubt a safe and profitable 
one. Who, then, will move in the matteri

— Steamship .New- 
castle City which sailed from this port for 
Boat(jn yesterday morning dining a thick 
fog struck a shoal and knocked aeverai 
holes in lior bottom. The capt.iin at- 
tempted to return to Halifa.t, hut the 
water poured into the steamer so fast that 
it became necessary to beach the vessel 
in order to save the lives of the pas- 
sengers. 

Hauka.x, N. S.j April 6. — Very latest 
regarding the wrook of the Daniel Stien- 
iiianii ia that of a crew of 119, the captain 
and IMJ |)asst'ngerH, only 9 reached the 
shore the captain., 5 of the crew and 
ihree paasongera. These are still at 
.Sambro l.sland a short distance from the 
mainland. Owing to heavy seas prevail- 
ing in the neighborhood of the Island the 
survivors are not likely to roach the main- 
land until to-morrow. The steamer Ni^w- 
field left this city for the wreck, but the 
fog was so thick it was impossible to reach 
the fatal spot . A wrecking schooner with 
a well e(piipped crow of divers will leave 
here tliia morning for the wreck to re- 
cover the bodies of the drowned and 
whatever portion of the cargo can be 
saved.

EASTERN STATES. 
Nkw York, .-Vpril 5. — A Worlil's Loudon 
specdal says: Another iippnal is to be made 
to America for help to enable the monareh- 
ists of Europe to avoid the explosion of 
the Bocialist volcanoes over •which t!uy 
hang. This time it is Austria which- is in 
trouble, and flht! ia appeahng to England to 
inaki^ comnu)ii cause against the terrible 
anarchi.sts, who she thinks arc Ku|)ijlie(| 
with brains and leadership from the I'nited 
States. ;V diplomatic note has just b(-oii 
n.M'eived by Earl Granville from Count Kal- 
onsky, the Aust,riau_ foreign ministi-r, in 
which the latter declares that the police of 
Vienna hove become convinced of the 
American origin of the recent mur- 
ders and outrages in that capital. 
Count Kaloiiaky points out that this out- 
break jf terrorism began immediately after 
the publication in seditious jiapors of 
Vienna of the jirnceedingB of the socialist 
congress which was held at Pittsburg last 
November, which was ouutrulled and di- 



rected by John Most, and which distinct- 
ly advocated asaasaiiiation and the dca- 
truction of jiublic and private property to 
avenge the so-called wronga of the people. 
That among the papers found in the pos- 
session of the anarchists Kennel, Suhi|rtz, 
Falk and Lissa, lately expelled from Swit- 
zerland, were letters and instructions 
from Most; that the money stolen from 
Eisort had been forwarded to Most and 
that Penkort, tho socialist editor of a re- 
cently suppressed paper, is about to sail 
from London to join Most ia Kew-York. 

CHINA. 

Ni-:w YuUK, April 5.— -The Herald's 
Hongkong saya: "I learn from an 
olhcial source tlnit the French, in su])- 
port nf their claim of indemnity, will hold 
the Langaon and Caoband paasea and will 
then enter China from tho north side of 
the (iulf of Tcnquin. Thence it is a five 
days' journey to the Canton liver and 
seven days to Canton city. The fleet will 
co-operate from tho south. They can col- 
lect indemnity for a few years from the 
Canton native cuatonia. Those beat in- 
formed on Chinese affairs regard the 
scTionie as wholly feasible.

H.ii.n-AX, .V[)ril 5. — Jaunia .-V. Chipman 
of Chipman Bros., agents for the White 
Cross line, got ashore and saw Captain 
Schoonovor and obtained tho following 
particulara of the wreck: The steamer 
liad tine weather on the [)ass;ige with 
the excepticui (jf the last two days, wliich 
wi-re Vi-ry foggy, Ix-ing impossible to get anv 
rt-ckoning. lie laii aiuung the leiigi-s on 
the northeast of the Island. Tin- steamer 
struck twice and began tilling fast. Tried 
to run her ashore, bnt she sank iu a few 
minutes. .Vs soon as tho steomer struck 
the cai>tain ordered the passengers all on 
di-ck, ImU they were all swept overboard 
by the hi-avy si-.-is and drowui'd. Two pus- 
M-ngei-s and lisi' of llie crcW got into a lio;il 
icnd umnagi-d lo reai h the slnue. The ship 
went down stern liist. The eapiaiu, who 
was at his |)ost mi tin- liriilg<' when she 
wc-nt down, threw otV his boots and (-o,-it 
uivl t(Jok to the forward rigging; luit sln- 
sauk fast.-r than he could climb, so he was 
obliged to let himself tloat, and after coii- 
siilerable trouble oanght the tupgallaul- 
yard and clung there with one of the 
p iHseiigers, who also managed to keep him- 
self atloat until r> a.m. Friday, when the 
boat put oft' from the island and rescued 
tlo-m. The e.-iptaiii will n-maiii oil the i-,- 
luiul to look after llo- \wi-i-k. and will not 
(-c]iu(- up lo thu city until tin- lirsl of tlu- 
w.-t-k. No boilies liavi- vi-t liei'U washed 
ash(U-e. 

H.vi.ii-'iX, .-Xpril 0. — The government 
steamer Newfield left this tnorning for 
."^ambro Island for tho purjioae of getting 
otf the crow and securing all possible in- 
formation concerning the wreck. Run- 
ning at 1 o'clock within a few hundred 
yards of the Island the steamer cast 
anchor and proceeded tu make the neces- 
sary preparations for getting the survivors 
from 'he Island. A bout was launched 
and the men pulled for the spot where 
the survivors were awaiting relief. Fpon 
landing, sailors and passengers wen- in- 
terviewed by tho rescuing party. The 
fulluwing details of tho dreadful catas- 
trophe wore elicited: Including- Captain 
Schiuiover there were 9 passengers and 
seamen saved. .-Vie.xander Ciilviea, one of 
the lighthouse keepers residing on the 
Island, said: I w:is in charge of fog 
whiatle from (i to 9:;i0. Kept, the whistle 
Sounding warning till it cleared sufliciont- 
ly to enable ine to see distinctly Devils 
Island and Cliebiieto head. .Stoppcnl 
whistling; engineer deeming it unneces- 
sary to keep it going. , Inst before engi 
neer relieved moal9:;i() 1 looked out and 
sighted a steamer about ii mile south by 
east of light. .She ran about 
a mile; stopped, then started 
ahead, ivent oOO yacds and stopped. I 
think she then struck on Brood Braker 
Shoal, for she began to back. Was very 
dark. Fog whistle started again, though 
still clear of f(jg. .-Vbout 1:20 minutes 
after she began to back. This time she 
at ruck again lui Maddnck and drifted 
across the shoal and sank between .'SOU and 
•100 yards froni Island Shore. My brother 
and I atteinpteil to put out but the boat 
was loo small. Wi^ were forced to ln-n 
back; tlo-n went ui).uidlit bontires ahuig 
the shore lo warn boats against the daii- 
gercuis coast. In course of an hour a boat 
came in aight which proved to be one of 
the boats of the steamer, coiitaiiiing seven 
men. After sucoesding in landing them 
kept five lights burning along the shore 
all night. Saw nothing nic)r(i until day- 
break, wlien we observed two pi^rsons 
clinging to forward rigging. The steward 
and three others put out to tho wreck and 
rescued the cajitain and one passengm-. 
Tlii> sea was too boiaterou.s to permit of 
our landing on .Muiulaiul. We liid all in 
ouri)owi-i to make those who had been 
savinl as comforliildo aa could be 
I'.xpecled under the circumstances. 
Thi- following is the captain^s statement; 
:ird of .Vjiril; after .a voyage of 13% days 
from Aiitwi rji, at (i p.m., bearing off Che- 
bueto Head, reckoning and sotmtfiug was 
West half south by compaHs. Distance 'Ih 
mili-s: fog and heavy rain. Steamed slow, 
sli-cring wi-st-ipiartrr-soul b, and sounding 
.-very bom. .Vbout '.l l."! saw through the 
oust u faint light about two points on star- 
lioard. (lisappe.iring out of sight ut times 
for four or live miiniles. Taking it for 
Clicbu. to I sti-i'i-ed f(U- it. Sounding ;«) 
fathoms. In twi-nty minutes after 1 saw it 
was till' li.ved light of SiLiiibro, appearing 
i li.-ar, and at the same time Seeing a faint 
show of what I took to be Chebuuto, about 
four points on stjirbuard bow. I sotmded 
'2G fathoms, and then put helui hard a-port, 
bnt woH too late. Just before the ship 
struck on the rocks. .-Vt no time heard the 
fog whistle of Sambro. The first shock was 
light, till- second In-avy; currying away 
steering gear. .Vftei- this wc could not gel 
Ihi! eiigiiK-s to work, but di-ift.-d ovim- roc-ks 
and auchored. The ship was lying in a 
inetty ijuiid sea. Ordered the c'hitif and 
.second mates to lower the boats and to get 
the children and female iiassengors in lirst. 
While I saw this going on, having already 
one boat in the water and the cn-w 
working with a will, I saw ! th>^ shij) 
coming on the •breakers again, when 
I ran forward to see if the chain cable 
wasn't broken. Before getting there a 
inoi'strous sea broke ovet the ship, waali- 
ing overboard every passenger, children 
and women, who stood on tho deck. This 
was immediately followed by- an awful 
crash, and the ship went down as (|uick 
as lightning, atom lirst, carrying every- 
one down who was on deck and those who 
were below. I ran up the fore-rigging, 
hut was washed out before getting half, 
way, but afterwards succoded in catching 
on the topsail yards, which stood just 
above tho water. A moment after a pas- 
senger was able to join/ mo. Tho nigjit 
w.'ia foggy and rainy, and we saw nothing 
more, \e.xl inorniiig we were gallantly 
reacuod by three men on .Sainhro rsland, 
about b a. lu., in one of our own boats, 



there being no life-boiit or rocket appara- 
tus on the Island. '' ■Some'.fot the crew 
had already succeeded in rbfiiching l.Mid 
through tho surf. 'J'he number uf pas- 
sengers drowned was 90; crow ;U; saved, 
passengers, 3; crew, C. Wo had u fine 
voyage till wu reached the banks, which we 
crossed in -14 33, and where we saw some 
patches of field ice. It had continued to 
rain till reaching Nova Scotia. Oar last 
observations were taken on tho morning 
of the 'Jnd. We had a full cargo. About 
1,400 tons. The steamer was drawing 20 
feet li inches aft, 19 feet forward. Tho 
ship is now evidently broken with tho 
rocks through her bottom. The atorm 
was from the e.-ustwnrd when we struck, 
with a dense fog and rain. It was im- 
possible to save any paasengers whatever. 
I staid in the foretop sail yard, but had 
to go further up to clear break of soa. I 
maintained my ))osiliim in the cut-lines 
for oiglit hours in company with a solitary 
survivor, a passenger. We were afraid, 
and bulled ourselves for fear the mast 
would break- away. So we held on, ready 
to jump, from 10 p m. till 5 30 a.m.. 
when a heavy line was thrown te us, and 
we jumped into the water and were pulled 
through the surf to the boat.

One thousand two hund- 
red dogs, it is stall (1, were eaton in Paris 
during the last siege, and the flesh fetched 
from two to throe francs per pound. .Ac- 
cording to Pliny, puppies wore regarded 
as a groat delicacy by tho Roman gour- 
monds. The boar supplie.* food to several 
nations of Europe, and ita hams are con- 
sidered excellent. Tho llesh of the brown 
or black bear, which is eaten by the coni- 
luon people of Norway, Russia and Po- 
land, ia difficult of digestion and is gener- 
ally salted and dried before it is used.
